MENTION PADLOCK LAWS 

England's Apathetic Efforts 
Against Fascism Condoned 
by Minister Without 
Portfolio 

•THE right honourable Paul 
Dufresne, Prime Minister, 
and his Foreign Secretary, R. A. 
Bell, visiting debaters from 
Osgoode Hall, Toronto, success- 
fully carried the resolution 
"That this house has no con- 
fidence in the foreign policy of 
His Majesty's Government at 
Westminster," against the argu- 
ments of the McGill representa- 
tives, Ted Piper, Leader of the 
Opposition, and Horace Baugh, 
Ex-minister-without-portfolio. 

The hustings on the steps of the 
Arts Building at 1 p.m. yesterday 
was but a sample of what was to 
come. The members arrived in a 
cart drawn by several trusty steeds, 
and proceeded to outline their 
various platforms. .Several snow- 
balls were thrown, but no serious 
damage resulted. The Foreign 
Secretary explained his feeling for 
his position in the following concise 
but eloquent terms: "I once knew a 
pretty Hungarian girl— that's why 
I'm interested in foreign affairs." 

It was some time before the 
Prime Minister could develop the 
trend of his argument: the audi- 
ence, though not large, was deter- 
mined to have its say. Alfred Pick 
was more than once obliged to pour 
oil over troubled waters, and decide 
such knotty questions as to when, 
and to what extent, a speaker may 
be heckled by the opposition, if he 
does not want to be heckled. The 
Foreign Secretary expressly invited 
comment from the floor, but refused 
to pay any attention to the disturb- 
ing questions from the Leader of 
the Opposition. 

Paul Dufresne, the Prime Min- 
ister, based his attack on His 
Majesty's- Government, on the be- 
trayal by British ministers of demo- 
cratic countries in the last seven 
or eight years. It all began, he 
claimed, in 1931 or 1932 (there was 
some dissension about the date), 
when Britain instead of lending sup- 
port to The League of Nations, 
tacitly .supported the Japanese 
policy ■ in Manchuria. Since then, 
both at the Disarmament Confer- 
ence and in the Abyssinian ques- 
tion, Britain has not taken a firm 
stand for the cause of peace. 

PIPER CITES LITERATURE. 

The Leader of the Opposition, Ted 
Piper, sought counsel in the litera- 
ture of the past. His welcome to 
the visitors included a portion of 
"the address delivered by King 
Ethelbert of Kent to St. Augustine, 
on the occasion of his landing in 
Britain, 597 A.D." "His Majesty's 
Government has promised to main- 
tain peace on the continent," he 
cried, "and peace we have! There 
may be some little internal con- 
flict, as in Spain, but there is not 
war." He then proceeded to sketch 
the five outstanding principles of 
British Foreign Policy, and to 
prove that the Government had 
stood successfully by those prin- 
ciples. These included the support 
of the League of Nations (except 
in the Manchurian question), the 
prevention of German westward ex- 
pansion, and the maintenance of

SILCOX SPEAKS 
ON JEMATRED 

Basic Causes oî Anti-Semitic 
Movements Discussed 



Continuance of Ancient Cus- 
toms Is Obstacle . 



«I^HE. root of present-day 
anti-Semitism is not re- 
ligious but rather economic," 
said the Rev. C. E. Silcox, gen- 
eral secretary of the Social Ser- 
vice Council of Canada and 
vice-president of the Toronto 
League for Race Betterment, at 
a lecture yesterday noon which 
was sponsored by the Students' 
Christian Movement. Mr. Silcox, 
who has interviewed many 
people on the subject, the Jewish 
situation, spoke on "Anti- 
Semitism, Ancient and Modern." 

Mr. Silcox opened the lecture by 
remarking that the Christian 
churches are not blind to the 
problem of anti-Semitism but are 
studying the situation with the ut- 
most interest. The greater part of 
his lecture was taken up in his 
reading of his own reply to a 
pertinent article in the Atlantic 
Monthly: John Cournos' "An Epistle 
To The Jews." 

During the first three or" "four 
centuries of the Christian era, he 
said, the Jews were the persecutors. 
Later, when Christianity had be- 
come the dominant , religion, they 
did not forget the former perse- 
cution of the Christians by the 
Jews. Moreover, the Christian 
Church was attempting to civilize 
and rehabilitate the whole of 
Europe, a very difficult task, and 
their greatest stumbling-block was 
the Jewish race, which refused to 
forget their historic customs. Even 
today, Mr. Silcox continued, the 
fact that the Jew will not forget 
that they are* Jews biit insist on 
retaining their 2,000-year-old cus- 
toms is a great obstacle in the com- 
bating of anti-Semitism, which 
evokes their strongest Jewishness 
and which in turn brings forth 
anti-Semitism." 

He went on to say that, con- 
trary to popular opinion, the basic 
cause of the racial hatreds Is not 
religious but economic. In the early 
days of commerce, the Catholic 
church did not allow any Christian 
to lend money at Interest. The 
Jews, however, stepped into the 
breach and founded a flourishing 
business of their own, thus creating 
a terrible racial hatred which has 
not disappeared even today.

yHAT "the worth of a man 
lies in the sincerity and 
idealism underlying his actions" 
was. the thesis of an address 
delivered by Doctor Leroy Miner 
before the Dental Undergrade 
ate Society yesterday afternoon 
in the Assembly Hall of the 
Medical Building. Doctor Miner, 
who is the Dean of the Harvard 
Dental School and a past-presi 
dent of the American Dental 
Association, is visiting Montreal 
and McGill at the invitation of 
Dean A. L. Walsh of the Faculty 
of Dentistry. 

Speaking on the future of dentis 
try, Dr. Miner attempted to answer 
the oft-repeated question of what 
factors constitute an approach to 
success in a profession. He pointed 
out that there is a vast difference 
between a trade and a profession— 
the one being transitory and merely 
a means of gaining a livelihood, 
whereas the other is a permanent 
occupation .dedicated to serve hu- 
manity. Consequently, it behooves 
a professional man to respect his 
profession, its ethics, tenets, and 
conventions, in order to command 
for himself and his fellow-practi 
tioners the respect and admiration 
which is their due. 

SERVICE MOST IMPORTANT. 

The professional man, said Doctor 
Miner, must at all times maintain 
the standards and ideals of the fra- 
ternity into which he has been ad' 
mitted by virtue of a ' period of 
training and study. He must at all 
times be on the alert for the benefit 
of his profession and maintain a 
keen enthusiasm for the furtherance 
of its basic principles. His must be 
the courage to advance when such 
advances are required. Where the 
question of service clashes wilh 
tradition the professional man 
should have enough discernment 
and perspicacity to choose the right 
road — the road of service. 

Above all, the professional man 
must at no time allow himself to 
stagnate intellectually. He should 
at all times have an acute intellec 
tual curiosity which will lead him 
to note and correlate all his varied 
experiences for the collective bene' 
fit of his profession. It is only by 
following this road that the young 
man who is just embarking on a 
professional career can hope to at- 
tain the much-coveted heights of 
leadership. Only through the me. 
dium of service are the truly-great 
great.

The executive commission pointed 
out last night that if this venture 
is to be truly successful more mem- 
bers are needed from every faculty, 
The present task of the commission 
is to outline in detail the costs of 
setting up the store, the sources of 
capital, as well as the possibility of 
legal complications. 

The commission still has to de 
cide whether the store, which will 
sell both books and supplies, will

jy|ERVYN REILLY and Jim 
Ogilvie, third year Engin- 
eering team, carried the day 
when they opposed Don Wil- 
liams and Alastair McLaren, of 
first year last night at 5 o'clock 
in the Engineering Building on 
the resolution "Resolved, that 
the agricultural West has a case 
against the industrial East." 

The first speaker for the affirma- 
tive, Mervyn Reilly, pointed out 
that the East has a controlling ma- 
jority in the House of Commons, 
and that it exercises its power for 
its own interest to the detriment of 
the West. Inasmuch as, he said, 
from the geographic and economic 
standpoints, the East and the West 
are, to all intents and purposes, two 
separate countries, such control of 
the West by the East is not only 
undesirable but pernicious in its 
effects. 

Further, he stated, although Al- 
berta produces 14.7 per cent, of the 
world's coal, the East makes no 
attempt to encourage its industries 
but imports coal from other coun- 
tries. 

Don Williams, first speaker for 
the negative, countered by asserting 
that the East contributed materially 
towards alleviating the sufferings 
endured by the West, owing to 
drought and other climatic condi- 
tions, by forwarding relief money, 
and thus had amply fulfilled its re- 
sponsibility to the West. 

Jim Ogilvie, second speaker for 
the affirmative, brought forth argu- 
ments to prove that the East was 
holding up the natural, economical, 
and logical progress of the West, 
adding that without the influence of 
the East, the West would make 
more progress. 

In his presentation, Alastair Mc- 
Laren, second speaker for the nega- 
tive, attempted to prove that the 
East had more than sufficiently ful- 
filled its obligations to the West 
both morally and economically, add- 
ing that the establishment of lines 
of communication between East and 
West greatly facilitated transporta- 
tion. 

Professor Gordon Pall, who offi- 
ciated in the capacity of senior, 
Gray Miller and Eric Peterson, 
junior judges, were unanimous in 
their decision in favour of the 
affirmative. 

It is announced by the executive 
that the Artsmen have challenged 
the Engineers to a debate which 
will come off on Friday, Febru- 
ary 11.

Leading Liberals, Conservatives 
Will Discuss Platforms on 
Immediate Future lor : 
Canada • 



Morrison and Goldberg Dis- 
cuss Changes 

«PRESENT day problems in 
Quebec" may be traced to 
the rapid industrialization of 
towns at the outset of this cen- 
tury," said Simon Goldberg in 
addressing the Political Econ- 
omy Club last evening in the 
Union Grill Room. 

Speaking on "The industrializa- 
tion of Quebec: its Social and Eco- 
nomic Consequences," Goldberg 
showed how the French farm 
labourers had migrated to the large 
industrial towns because the land 
could no longer support them and 
the newly - developing industries 
offered them a favourable oppor- 
tunity for better living. As these 
were unskilled labour, they re- 
ceived low wages, and were pre- 
ferred to other types of worker. 

Quebec has always had great pos- 
sibilities for commercial enterprise, 
and so when British and American 
capital flowed into the country, the 
whole economic and social life of 
the province was speedily changed 
with much redistribution of popula- 
tion in the rural areas. 

MORRISON SPEAKS. 

Neil Morrison then spoke on the 
social aspects of the problems fac- 
ing Quebec. "This province is 
unique in its difficulties. The French 
people, under, the guidance of the 
Church, have always striven to 
maintain a loyally to the British 
Empire while at the same time en- 
deavouring to preserve their culture 
and traditions. As time went on, 
and industry continued to make 
new demands and further expan 
sion, the French workers made pro- 
gress and have now need of better 
conditions. 

Foreign influences from Europe, 
he said, have given rise to various 
Nationalist and subversive groups 
in the province. With these and 
other disturbing factors, such as 
unemployment and relief the Pro- 
vincial Government must find some 
means ôf improving. 

Trade Unionism of a moderate 
variety is growing. This is espe- 
cially true of the Catholic National 
Unions. Then lastly, there is the 
question of provincial rights. The 
Government does not want to sup' 
port anything which may tend to 
take away from it traditional rights 
and privileges. "We have all the 
social and economic conditions here 
to make a very difficult situation 
for the future," the speaker con 
eluded.

PLAYERS TAKE AIR 



McGill hockey players will take 
the air this evening when Russ Mc- 
Connell, Ronnie Perowne, and 
others, will be interviewed by Cliff 
Butler on his programme at 7.45 
over Station CFCF. Butler, who is 
an enthusiastic supporter of the 
McGill team, will give the Redmen 
a chance to discuss their views on' 
Saturday's game against Queen's. 
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HILE some of the commissions sèt up 
on thè McGill campus to prepare for 
the Winnipeg Conference have thus far 
onjy been in the nature of deliberative 
•bodies, others have begun to achieve 
îdëfinite results. For example, a group is 
busy at present endeavouring to organize 
a co-operative book store on the campus, 
•while part of the commission on education 
has been invited to attend a session of the 
Committee of the Board of Student 
Advisers, to determine how the advisory 
system could be improved. 

It is an outgrowth of this latter 
commission to which we would like to 
drâw attention here. Co-operating with 
the staff, the older students in a few of 
the departments of the Faculty of Arts 
have made suggestions as to how the 
courses in their own department -might be 
I / changed, and are drawing up definite 
/ briefs to present to the professors. Nor 
the professors averse or even indif- 
erent: they are willing to see that the 
dents realize the deficiencies in their 
courses, and to co-operate in order to 
remedy the situation. 

W.e should like to cite a case from 
another University. The theological 
undergraduates of the University of 
'Alberta felt the need of a course in "The 
Relation of Psychology to Religion." By 
accident, it was discovered that psychology 
was the hobby of one of the professors, so 
.at the end of the 1936-37 session, a student 
'delegation asked him if he would give such 
a course this year. He accepted; read 
about fifty additional books during the 
Bummer, and is now lecturing to the com- 
plète satisfaction of the theologs. 

It is clear that a group such as the 
commission on education would be unable 
to make such reform since many of its 
members would not know 'the first thing 
about the department in question. It is 
only the students, particularly third and 
fourth year honour students, of the depart- 
ment, who have taken many of the courses 
offered who realize where improvements 
can be made. They are in a position to 
jtake such action. We commend the work 
v which they are doing, and suggest that, 
.where necessary, students in other depart- 
ments and faculties do likewise. • 
* * 

Interf acuity Hockey 

JT has long been an argument of those 
that favour the abandonment of inter- 
jcollegiate sport that interfaculty competi- 
tion is, all in all, a better thing. Without 
entering into the hazardous field of fierce 
discussion which habitually surrounds the 
big time activities, it may safely be said 




.hat there, is everything pro and nothing 
jdôn interfaculty sports. 

Of this statement there can be 'no 
better proof than that afforded at this 
ifcime of year, when the hockey season is 
in full swing. Every faculty, and every 
class in each faculty has a hockey team 
which competes in a definite schedule, and 
the number of players who hit the ice at 
one time or another is incalculable. There 
is seldom any difficulty about qualifying 



for one of these squads in at least an 
alternate position, as substitutions are 
frequent due to a prevalent lack of staying 
power among these strictly amateur 
players. 

Hockey is probably ideally suited to 
this type, of schedule, being played in a 
convenient locale by a small number of 
players, in the open air, and with a low 
mortality rate. Football went because it 
was too hazardous without plenty of train- 
ing ana! equipment. Interfaculty basket- 
ball has never attracted more than a bare 
team from many faculties, partly due to 
the inconvenient hours necessary. Softball 
is showing promise, and bowling seems to 
be awakening again after its abortive start 
a couple of years ago. Hockey, however, 
has been played between the classes and 
faculties without a break, and this year 
looks like a good one. Feeling runs high 
these days between the buildings, with the 
Engineers especially, picking themselves 
for an easy victory in the playoffs. 

It might seem that, in order to enjoy 
the benefits of intramural sports, it is not 
in the least necessary to scrap the inter 
collegiate system. Here at McGill we are 
doing all right with both of them running 
full blast at the same time. The faculties 
and classes are as well, and probably better 
off without the services of the top flight 
contestants, and the senior teams are un 
likely to be over envious of the material 
used by the campus circuit. Nobody 
suffers, everybody gets a chance to play, 
and the more teams the better. 




^^ITH Sinclair Lewis we reached ground- 
level. Now we are going to burrow, 
or rather, wallow in the depths of the 
pessimists, Freudians, and explorers of the 
sub-conscious. Nearer the top, because 
more superficial, are the Pessimists, such 
as Noel Coward, Richard Aldington, and 
Aldous Huxley. 

Aldous Huxley is one of the most 
awful warnings against a surfeit of in- 
tellect. His ancestral line includes both 
Thomas Henry Huxley and Matthew 
Arnold, so he inherited both a scientific 
and a literary liberal education. Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward, an eminently respectable 
literary modiste in. bleak broadcloth of 
the nineties, was his mother's sister. His 
fathèr, Leonard Huxley, was editor of the 
Cornhill Magazine. With all this illus- 
trious lineage, it is small wonder that 
Aldous barely escaped being the world's 
worst prig. 

He went to Eton and Oxford, "played 
the game," and emerged frèsh and sweet 
and innocent, with a beautifully formulated 
philosophy of life. When he hied him to 
that metropolis of iniquity, London, to 
pake a living by his pen, he was soon 
made aware that life would have nothing 
to do with his philosophy, and was pre- 
pared to smirch his tender unworldliness. 
His disillusionment found expression in a 
few' very "modn" poèmB which he contri- 
buted to Wheels. 

The War, however, filled him with 
complete pessimism. It was not so much 
thè folly of democracy and democratic 
leaders that stirred his ire — what else could 
be expected of them? — but he now found 
that even the "first-rate" literary people 
with whom he, Aldous Huxley, associated, 
were — shall we say — not quite "nice." He 
found their opinions a lot of high-falutin 
flubdub and their morals not. exactly cal- 
culated to meet the approbation of Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward. 

A slightly less intelligent man would 
have declared that after all these self- 
titled first-raters were really only a small 
clique and unimportant, and would have 
turned to less "advanced" but more sane 
groups. A more intelligent man would 
not have allowed himself to be annoyed by 
the matter at all. But Huxley is at bottom 
merely a precocious child, and so he began 
a satirical campaign against the intelli- 
gentsia in a "Peacockian" novel, Crome 
Yellow. In Nightmare Abbey, Thomas 
Love Peacock had ridiculed in a sprightly 
manner Shellèy and Byron and other 
prominent literary figures of his day. 
Huxley's novel was Pêacockian chiefly in 
form; the spirit in which it was steeped 
was blue vitriol. 

Huxley had commenced his literary 
career as an essayist, and little essays are 
woven into thè fabric of the novel. He 
was a pedant, who travelled with the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica always by his 



side in a special packing case, and in order 
to air his pedantry he creates special char- 
acters,' from whom the eVudite utterances 
come more suitably than from the author 
himself. In Point Counter Point, perhaps 
the most virulent of all his attacks on the 
literati, one such character is made to spout 
phrases such as the following, "the ster- 
torous borborygmus of the dyepeptic 
Carlyle." In Eyeless in Gaza, his latest 
book, the hero's father is a philologist, who 
makes little etymological jokes. 

Withal, however, Huxley is a keenly 
intelligent and really witty writer. If the 
people he castigates so savagely repre- 
sented all humanity, his books would be 
a terrible indictment of mankind. As it 
is, however, we feel that Huxley is only a 
prurient little schoolboy, sniggering over 
his translation of Catullus. He recoils from 
the nasty sty, but his shuddering revulsion 
is almost as obnoxious as the thing itself. 
In Point Counter Point he revels in a posi- 
tive debauch of morality. His satire is 
clever, but we feel that the cleverness is 
wasted on a very insignificant part of 
humanity. Furthermore, Huxley has no 
constructive suggestion to offer. In his 
latest book he seems to find some vagué 
hope in a cowardly cad who finally be- 
comes an ardent pacifist. 

In Brave New World (1932) he pre- 
tended to ■ look into the future and 6aw 
the scientific Utopia of H. G. WellB et al., 
as a sort of perpetual agape, a veritable 
orgy of promiscuity. Intelligence no long- 
er counts; it has been reduced by science 
to thè lowest common denominator. 

Personally, Huxley is reported to be a 
vèry nice fellow. He is tall, but his ex- 
cessive lankiness makes him appear to 
extend interminably, like a skyscraper. 
His features are not beautiful but by no 
means unpleasing. He would have fol- 
lowed his brother Julian into the_ field of 
science, had not his short-sightedness 
prevented. He is compelled to study and 
write in a' darkened room. 

We may'judge him sincere in his belief 
that the outlook is utterly hopeless, but wé 
feel that unless he can advance some more 
•positive doctrine than hitherto, he might 
just as well shut up. Even witty smut 
becomes tedious after a while,

(The following is part of a reply to the 
column on Sinclair Lewis.) 

A POOR, misguided admirer of Sinclair 
Lewis resènts his fine craftsmanship 
(quote Glyn Owen) being càllèd slobbering 
sentimentality; an American citizen de- 
plores the average American being called 
unimaginative by an over-imaginativè 
non-American. 

I should like to say a few words about 
the actual work of Sinclair Lewis and 
about his litérary career. It was Babbitt 
that undoubtedly earned Lewis the Nobel 
Prize for Literature in .1930. In 1922, by 
the publication of a novel admittedly finer 
artistically and equally successful com- 
mercially, he had survived the overwhelm- 
ing popularity of Main Street. The 
awarding of the Nobel Prize is the most 
searching test of a literary reputation, and 
many critics other than Glyn Owën have 
averred a progrèssive declension of power — 
not technique— since Babbitt. 

Virtually all great novelists show 
alarming and disappointing dips from their 
former heights of power. Good examples 
are Dickens and Scott. The old power 
and the delicate and skillful hand of the 

master are still obviously at work, but— 

.'.v.'. , ... , .... 

and this does not necessitate a dimumtion 

of either technique or power — they do not 

again crash the literary heights. Sinclair 

Lewis is no exception, A good déal de 

pends upon the theme, and it is too muoh 

to expect that twice in one .mortal lifetime 

a mortal author could discover a theme so 

congenial to his powers and to his 

peculiarities of treatment as Main Street 

and Babbitt,

TWENTY YEARS AGO 

I AST Sunday the representatives 
of four naUons gathered in the 
little cemetery at Wimereux, 
France, to pay tribute to Lieut,-CoL 
John McCrae. Around the simple 
headstone, decorated with the Maple 
Leaf, were the Hon. Philippe Roy 
Canadian Minister to France, who 
presided; Sir Eric Phipps, British 
Ambassador to France; French Pen- 
sions Minister J. B. Lasalle; William 
C. Bullitt, United States Ambassa- 
dor, and many veterans. 

The assembly heard his deathless 
poem read: 

IN FLANDERS FIELDS 

In Flanders fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 

We are the dead. Short days ago 
We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we 
lie v 

In Flanders fields. 

Take up our quarrel with the foe, 
To you from failing hands we throw 
The torch: be yours to hold it high. 
If yé break faith with us who die 
We shall not sleep, though poppies 
grow 

In Flanders fields. 

In Canada,, Brigadier-General 
Alexander. Ross, President of thé 
Canadian Légion, recalled the mem- 
ory of McCrae to the Dominion 
Council. 

"The inspiration of his life and of 
his genius renews itself to us 
through the years, and today our 
hearts span the thousands of miles 
of ocean," said Général Ross. "In 
spirit we stand beside that soldier's 
grave at Wimereux accèpting the 
trust given to us in his deathless 
lines, holding high the torch of na- 
tional service and assuring those 
who sleep in Flanders fields that 
their sacrifice was not in vain." 

John McCrae was born in Guëlph 
on November 30, 1872. A graduate 
of the University of Toronto in 
Arts and Medicine, he served with 
the Canadian Artillery in the South 
African War. He was appointed a 
Fellow. In Pathology at McGill in 
1900. On the outbreak of war he 
enlisted as a Medical Officer in the 
First Canadian Contingent. From 
1916 until his death in the Wime- 
reux Hospital, January 28, 1918, he 
served with the distinguished No. 3 
(McGill) General Hospital at Bou- 
logne as Officer in Charge of Medi- 
cine.

SCIENTIST DOUBTS WORLD 
EXPANSION 

Schenectady, N.Y., January 14.— 
(U.P.)— The theory. of an expanding 
universe needs much study before 
it can be accepted, Dr. Benjamin 
Boss, director of the Dudley Ob- 
servatory of Union University, be- 
lieves. 

He told members of Union Col- 
lege at an anniversary dinner that 
the element of time casts much 
doubt on the theory. He added, 
however, that there are strong fac- 
tors suggesting the idea that the 
universe is graduaUy growing 
larger. 

The principal fallacy in the ex- 
panding universe theory, hé ex- 
plained, is the time element exem- 
plified by the still thickly clustered 
Milky Way after some two miUion 
years. .

; the status quo in the Mediterranean. 

I "If she goes to war in the Medi- 
terranean, Britain has everything 
to lose and nothing to gain," he 
insisted. 

The Foreign Secretary, R. A. Bell, 
brought matters nearer home, when 
he claimed that, judging from the 
Padlock Law, Fascism might in- 
vade Canada, just as it has invaded 
Spain. "The powers of light and 

; darkness are struggling for victory," 
; he said dramatically, "and we have 
reached a twilight— a twilight of 
the gods, orie might say. I prophesy 
that within the next two years the 

> twilight will be considerably dark- 
ened by the invasion of fascism into 
Czechoslovakia, almost the only 
democratic country left in Europe." 
There was a tearful sob in his voice 
when he mentioned the imminent 
destruction of bravely-struggling 
Czechoslovakia. 

BAUGH LAUDS GOVERNMENT. 

Calmly disregarding all attempts 
at interference, the ex-Minisler 
without Portfolio, Horace Baugh, 



reiterated the statement that the 
British Government had kept its 
promise in avoiding war. "Yeh, 
peace at any price!" shouted an op 
ponent contemptuously. He • ex- 
plained how, at the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, Britain had been forced to 
keep a middle course between the 
fiercely anti-German plans of Cle 
menceau and the Fourteen Points of 
Wilson. "Did you know," someone 
informed him, "that Wilson's thir- 
teenth point was pointless7" Final- 
ly he condoned England's apparent- 
ly apathetic efforts to combat Fas- 
cism. By stating that she believed 
that Fascism, like all other extreme 
movements, would expend its force 
and lose its virility if left alone. 

Following a short discussion, in 
which the member from Rimouski 
figured prominently, as hé had 
done all evening, the Prime Min- 
ister officially closed the session. 
He summed up his attitude towards 
the Government: "Democracy and 
liberty have been sold in Man- 
churia, they have been sold in 
Ethiopia, they have been sold in 
Spain. They are being sold in 
Shanghai today, and they will 
probably be sold in Czechoslovakia 
tomorrow."

elected in 1926, 1931, and 1935, re- 
ceiving a majority of nearly 3,000 
in the last election. He was pub- 
lisher of several western news- 
papers, a member of the All- 
Canadian Weekly Press Associa- 
tion, and director of the National 
Weekly Newspaper Association. 
He is noted in the field of educa- 
tion. 

Slated to speak second, likely to 
be on either Thursday or Friday 
of the coming week, is Adrien 
Arcand, Leader of the National 
Social Christian Party, which is 
the leading Fascist Party in Can- 
ada. Affiliated to the British Union 
of Fascists under Sir Oswald 
Mosley, the Party of Mr. Arcand 
proposes a platform whose main 
planks are Anti-Semitism and 
Anti-Communism. The Fascist 
Party is at present drilling under 
the leadership of Dr. Lambert for 
a mass parade in this city this 
spring. Mr. Arcand has twice be- 
fore spoken to large audiences at 
McGill 



WOODSWORTH OF C.C.F. 

J. S. Woodsworth, head of the 
C.C.F., has a long Parliamentary re- 
cord, being a Labour member from 
1921. to 1930 and Leader of the 
C.CF. in the House since' then. Hé 
is author of "Strangers Within bur 
Gates," "My Neighbour," "Studies 
of Rural Citizenship," and several 
other books, and was Director of 
the Bureau of Social Research of 
the Governments of Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta during the 
war. He has successively been 
school teacher, minister and uni- 
versity professor. He is at present 
sponsoring Bill 62 in the Dominion 
Parliament, which aims "to guar- 
antee freedom of organization in 
trade unions" and is exerting his 
efforts to get the Dominion Govern- 
ment to disallow the Padlock Act. 

Tim Buck, head of the Communist 
Party of Canada, has been a leader 
in the field of Labour Organiza- 
tion since the War. He was elected 
General Secretary of the Commun- 
ist Party in 1929— in 1931 was 
charged along with seven other 
Communist leaders with sedition, 
and under "section 98" served four 
years in Kingston Penitentiary. 
Since his release, he has principal- 
ly featured as a contender for the 
position of Controller in the City 



of Toronto. His vote has risen from 
11,000 in 1934, to 23,000 in 1935 
32,000 in 1936, and in the last elec- 
tion received approximately 44,000 
votes, being defeated by some 250. 
JOHN H. BLACKMORE. 

The speaker for the Social Credit 
Party is John H. Blackmore, who 
entered the House of Commons as 
head of 17 members from Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta in 1935. He 
has had experience in the field of 
education, being a member of the 
Alberta Teachers' Alliance. He 
will likely play a leading role in 
the discussion this "Session" on the 
question of the disallowance of the 
Alberta Banking Bills.

serving applicant in one of the 
above divisions is not forthcoming, 
both scholarships may be awarded 
to applicants who belong to the 
other. • 

"Deserving applicants who intend 
to devote, or who shall have de- 
voted themselves to academic work 
either as instructors or as chiefly 
or wholly engaged In résearch 
shall when possible be preferred 
to others; the term 'academic* may 
be held to include 'scholastic' inso- 
far as the words of the present 
paragraph apply.

NEW MACHINE GIVES EXAM 
GRADES 

The heyday of the corrector is 
over. No longer will cries of 
"Simon Legree" heckle the markers. 
No longer will students send papers 
back to correctors for a revision of 
the original mark, and get the 
papers returned one letter lower 
than before. Maybe. 

This panacea for all scholastic ills 
is a machine which has been in- 
vented by engineers working under 
the sponsorship of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching and a few other progres- 
sive groups. 

The machine is designed to cor- 
rect tests of the "choice" type, and 
can correct 600 papers an hour. As « 
many as 150 questions can be cor- 
rected at one time. Details of the 
invention are quite complicated, the 
main factor in it being the use of 
an electrical current which makes 
a .score whenever the right answer 
causes a break in the circuit. 

However, Professor Warren T. 
Powell, head of the Department of 
Student Counselling, does not be- 
lieve that the machine can be suc- 
cessfully adopted in the university. 
He states: "The automatic paper 
corrector is not very practical be- 
cause it can correct only papers of 
the true and false type."
